Whila an employe of the Sceranton
Mutal Hlack Varnish company  wns
pouring varnish from a can into & tank
Inst evening at 0 o'clock a spuark was
seen to fall Into the tank by the pro-
prictor, but from where It came he
could not The spark lgnited the
varnish and by the time an alarm was
gounded from Box 75 the place was a
mass of fames, The property = sltu-
nted on the north side of the old Dreive
ing park and was a brick building,
with wooden interior.

The Liberty, General Phinney and
Niagara companies responded and had
o Btremm on the firve in a vremarkably
short time. Owing to the plugs being
frozen, one stream was all that could
be secured, This stream was directed
on the storage house in the rear of the
varnish foctory,which contained thirty.
five barrels of benzine. This buildine
was saved, hue the lames soon spread
to the Palentine hotel, which atoold
within twenty feet of the burning
building:

A second slarm was tarnad in, which
hrought out the Cumberland, Excelslor
and Ielief companies Chielf Hickey
arrived at this time and directed the
operatlons toward gsaving the surround-
ing bulldinge.
